Edmonton has now before it the 
task of deciding whether it intends 
to go before privy council to defend 
the right to impose a weekly haif- 
holiday, and also to compel closing 
at 6 o'clock In the evening. 

With extraordinary dispatch, which 
must almost constitute a record, the 
subject haa been dealt with iby the 
Alberta courts, 

So far, the situation ts that the 
right of the city to !mpose the bylaw 
has been upheld, but leave has been 
given to the merchants to appeal to 
the Privy Council, although to do #o 
they must deposit the eum of $1.500. 

City Solicitor Bown reports to the, 
elty commissioner that the police | 
court case wherein a conviction wns| 
made for infringement of the bylaw, 
was taken before Chief Justice Har- 
vey by Mr Sidney Woods, K.C,, re- 
resenting the merchants, The chief 
ustice referred the matter to the ap- 
pelate division. 

As the appellate division was sitting 
the case was immediately taken de- 
fore them and heard. The result waa 
that the eppeal was dismissed with 
costs, but permission was given to 
appeal to the privy councll,

Seemingly the Mennonites and 
the Mexicans do not mix as well 
as everybody hoped they would. 
The latest from the 
Mennonites who recently left 
Canada for Mexico is that they 
intend to throw up their newly- 
acquired 2,000,000 acres of land 
and head back to the Dominion. 
'The explanation given is that they 
do not like the climate. It is to 
be suspected that they like still 
less the edict of the Governor of 
Chahuahua that no one but a Mex- 
iean citizen can own land in that 
state. As this order seems to 
leave matters, the Mexicans have 
the Mennonites’ money, but the 
Mennonites cannot get title to the 
Mexican:land. At least they can- 
not get it without becoming Mexi- 
éan citizens; which amounts to 
the same thing from the Mennon- 
ite standpoint. Taking on the ob- 
ligations and responsibilities of 
citizenship is one thing the Men- 
nonites will not do, either in Can- 
ada or Mexico. They are, and 
have persisted in being, a separ- 
ate people, wherever they have 
settled for atime. As they would 
not become Oanadians for all the 
opportunities this country had to 
offer them, it can be understood 
that they would rather get out of 
Mexico than become Mexicans. 
Most people would make the same 
choice, for that matter.

But the future 
of Canada is quite as important as 
the future of Mexico, and if that 
republic cannot with eafety per- 
mit the Mennonites to live there— 
as Mennonites—neither can Can- 
ada. If the migrants come back 
they should be admitted only on 
the understanding that they have 
no future claims to exemption and 
must assume the full responsibili- 
ties of Canadian citizenship.
